Robert  “Knute”  Hatch,  also  former  H,YU  student  this 
year,  has  moved;  from  Keesler  Field,  Mississippi,  to  Chandler.

It  was  the  battalion  of  a former  Y man;^  Lt.  A.  Ted 
Tuttle,  U.  S.  Marines,  that  raised  the  flag  over  Mt.  Suri- 
bachi  on  low  Jima,  the  dramatic  photograph  of^  which  is 
now  being  used  to  spur  on  Seventh  War  Loan  sales. 

“It  is  a source  of  pride  to  me  that  it  was  my  Regiment 
— the  28th — that  placed  the  flag  on  top  of  Mt.  Suribachi. 

In  fact,  it  was  my  battalion.  I understand  they  are  going 
to  use  the  picture  taken  of  the  flag-raising  in  the  7th  War 
.Loan  Drive,”  he  wrote  in  a leter  to  the  School. 

Of  the  fighting  he  wrote,  “To  say  it  was  a rough  son- 
of-a-gun  is  far  worse  than  understatement.  Only  those 
who  were  actually  fighting  there  can  know  its  full  horror. 
The  men  of  the  Marine  Corps,  as  always,  upheld  the  high- 
est tradition  of  fighting  men.  However  at  times,  I thought 
even  that  wasn’t  going  to  be  enough.  The  radio  and  press 
reports  can  paint  only  half  the  horror  of  this  battle.”' 

‘ The  only  other  Y man  I met  on  Iwo  was  Gordom 
Hawkins.  He  is  the  boxing  champion  of  the  3rd  Division — 

Lt.  jg  George  Merrill  escorted  us  part  way  there  in  his' 
Destroyer.” 

From  Saipan  to  Okinawa,  Lt.  (jg)  G.  L.  Merrill,  former' 
Brigham  Young  university  student,  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Irwin, 
has  seen  17  months  of  continual  aoton  in  the  South  Pacific 
areas. 

Included  with  a $25  contribution  to  the  new  proposed 
Student  Union  Hall,  Lt.  jg  Merrill  sent  v'ord  of  the  drives  he 
has  participated  in. 

On  German  stationary  and  from  the  heart  of  Germ- 
any, Chaplain  Timothy  H.  Irons,  former  Brigham  Young 
university  student,  wrote  the  BYU  official  of  the  horrible 
contrast  between  the  beauty  of  spring  and  the  inhumanity 
of  the  concentration  camps. 

“In  physical:  aspect  Germany  is  a beautiful  land.  Just, 
now  the  cherry  and  apple  blossoms  are  gladdening  the  eye 
and  filling  the  air  with  a fragrance  that  makes  one’s 
thought  turn  wistfully  to  home  and  one’s  own  orchards. 

I often  ride  for  miles  and  miles  without  seeing  much  sign 
of  war.  Only  the  constant  thought  that  a sniper  ofl  some 
hidden  ‘88  may  be  drawing  a bead  keeps  me  from  letting 
spring  fever  have  its  way.  Last  week  on  the  other  hand  I 
came  to  know  more  fully  the  meaning  of  “man’s  inhuman- 
ity to  man.”  After  driving  througs  this  beautiful  country 
I came  upon  a concentration  camp.  Of  the  3000  still  in  it 
there  were  gleaned  700  living.  The  others  had  been  starv- 
ed, beaten  and  worked  to  dath.  The  records,  which  were 
recovered  showed  that  an  average  of  100  persons  per  day 
had  died  and  been  cremated  since  January  1st.  In  some 
cases,  where  those  too  weak  and  battered  to  serve  their 
inhuman  task  masters  longer  had  refused  to  lie  quitely  on 
their  allocated  space  of  bare  cement  floor  to  die,  their 
ankles  had  been  wired  together  with  baling  wire  to  force 
their  compliance.”
